Davidson'* ttmoke Ttoeory. 


(S. P. Call 18th). 


The Academy of Sciences met last 


night. Professor Davidson presiding 


Professor Davidson gave a brief 


explanation of the method of deter- 
mining by the miorosmeter the dif- 
ference of declination between tho 
comet and any star 
The Professor 


observed that a remarkable thing 
about the 
present comet—Pons- 


Brooka—is the rapidity of its move- 
ment and also of iU development. 
He then referred to tha ruddy glow 
in the western akv at evening: and 
the eastern sky in the morning, 
which has been observed recently' 
adhering to his former 
statement, 


attributing it to smoke. 
Dr. Harknnsa said be would like 


to have some one explain how smoke 
separates the red from all the other 
rays of light, and how in the absence 
of all-pervading fires, the whole oon 
tinent could bo enveloped in smoke. 
He said he rejected the volcanic 
theory, and he seemed disposed to 
insist upon that of aqueous vapor in 
the air 
He said he had observed 


closely at morning and in the even- 
ing, and he* has been unable to de- 
tect any smoke. 


Professor Davidson replied that he 


was not called upon to explain why 
smoke separated the rays any more 
than he was to explain why the prism 
did. The two facts stood, whether 
they were explained or not. He had 
applied the test of the spectroscope, 
and, besides, it was well known to all 
•oientista tbot, in flashing signals 
with the heliotrope, when the signal 
was given through a smoky atmos- 
phere the light was always red, and 
when there was no smoke it was 
white. With regard to the doctor's 
statement that there was no smoke 
in the air, the professor stated that 
he had recently been sending signals 
to distant points with the heliotrope, 
and that they had been greatly ob- 
structed by the smoke in the air. 


Dr. Harkness asked why during 


the Autumn in past years the same 
phenomenon had not been observed, 
when there were as many Autumnal 
fires burning as now? 


Professor Davidson said that not 


an Autumn had passed within his 
recollection when he had not wit 
nessed it, and that he had seen Mount 
Shasta when it was lit up with thu 
ruddy glow from its summit almost 
to its base. Painters had put it on 
their canvas. 


Dr. Harkness said that in Sacra- 


mento Valley, where he has lived for 
twenty years, there was no smoke. 


Professor Davidson said that ia 


Saorameuto Valley he 
was 
often 


troubled with smoke in making ob 
servationi. 


Dr. Harkaess insisted that the 


phenomenon was attributable to the 
condensation of aqueous vapor. 


Professor Davidson insisted that it 


was smoke, and told the doctor to 
try his spectroscope.
